Scientist Explained 

Graduates' Broadcast Over 
CKAC Delivered By Pro- 
fessor Forsey . 

HAS pomicAL Dury 

British Tradition Of Acade* 
; niic Freedom At McGill 
Commended 



The dual purpose of an economist— 
that of bebig a scientist studyhig im 
partially and objectively the econ- 
omic world, and that of behig a citl 
sen "Concerned with the justice or 
Injustice of the social order" was. out- 
Ihied in a radio address Friday night 
by Eugène» Forsey, M.A.. Lecturer In 
Economics and Political Science at 
McQUl University. 

SpeaUnig over CKAC, in a Graduate 
Broadcast on "The Funetkm of the 
Economist," Professor Forsey com- 
mended the British tradition, prevail- 
ing at the university, of freely per- 
mitting the professor to express his 
views on public matters. The part 
played by professors In ptrtilic activi- 
ties was also outlined. 

Se'entlfio Economist . 
'The fh-st role of the economist is 
that of being a technical expert. "As 
such it is not his business to denounce 
Communism or praise capitalism or 
vice 'versa, nor to say what kind of 
economic system la ethically most de- 
sirable.' It te his business to exidahi 
how different economic systems — 
capitalism. Communism or any others 
irwork, and how efficiently each sue- 
ceeds> m •À>Ing what the society in 
question Intends it lo do. Whether a 
particular social objective is itdmir- 
ablc or detestable .is to . the .economist 
in his pturely professional^capeieity — 
hi the classroom; for example^ mat- 
ter of complété indUferniee. 

"He has,' however, another, and in 
.tim^Jlke.ithese perhaps more urgent 
du^^^«; of the^moetr .imfottia^ 
in'teUMtwa^by-produeto of . indiutrial 
de^l^lôn -is the flood of irallTla^r 
tioned economicjKmaei)^' .whlçi^J| .Jeto 
loose: upon the wôrld;.;ts4it qusèkerlM 
and plausible failacies of every con-. 
celvable-ki^||UbBt of tlieae have , not 
even tJirSî^rof novelty. 

DlspelUog Errofm 
"The technocracy craze, for Instance, 
was little more,.than a superb, though 
incomplete, <À1léeUœ:<tf.^th0M 
economic errOM wWcli' hi i^ 
thnes rest in deserved obsciurlty but 
with every fresh depression burst 
forth toto new life and vigour, y They 
are xwt, I may, add., the exclusive pro- 
perty of any one "poLtioal party." 

Aside from the pursuit of truth and 
the dispelling of error, the eooncmiist 
has still a further task— that of being 
a cltisen. "As a citizen b^ is, and Taiu 
tiie same right as anyone else to state 
his views and act on them. Be is en- 
titled, for histanoe. to Johi a p6Uttcal 
party, to work for it as actively as con- 
scientious performance of bis profes- 
sional work wlU aUow, and, especially, 
to do what he can to ^isure that the 
économie policies it adopts are effec- 
tive means of reaching the goal the 
party has set itself . 

British Tradition . 
"It is one of. the glories of British 
uni veiatlsslth at they recognise frank- 
ly tSsn^^of the university teacher 
to play his part as a citizen. Tlie list 
of British "dons" who in recent years 
have taken an aotive share in i>arty 
politics ia'a formklable. one, : . - 

"McOlll In this respect as in others 
has -roUowed the British tndlttan. . Sr. 
MacMlllan has' served on two Royal 
commissions, and hi 1930 accepted of- 
fU iellBkttoi^ liberal Government and 
sto(#jt«¥Fttrllament. Professor Mae-

sence to do special work for the Leaigue 
Nations Society. Prof essor Scott 
last .sununer attended the Liberal 
Summer School.

MontreailiOKKëstra 
Plays TTd^ 

Sunday Concert Attracts 
Many To Hiai Maiesty's 

Emotional artists such as Tohalkov- 
ski can never help but revel in a med- 
lum_8uch,as the 'qrmphony orchestra. 
Ib^^^^néodbiliiy, its sensitive re- 
sponse to every' mood and -feeling an 
ideally adapted to the demands of such 
a self-searching mind as this jtusslan 
composer's. His 5th Symphony In E 
minor, played yesterday afternoon at 
the Montreal Orchestra's weekly con- 
cert is. very illustrative of this baring 
of sentiment. .Hlled with very melodic 
thematic material,',the whole work, Is 
grandly conceived and^ executed, • 
point which the ordiestra did not al- 
low to go amis. 

The musioUms under Mr. Douglas 
Clarke responded to the score with a 
performance that signified careful 
preparatlpn. A worthy richness of sym- 
piioiiic tone plus neat playing imparted 
to the music a satisfying quality that 
made light of such a slight lapse as 
tlie occasional sour note of the brass. 
Familiarity with the music on the or- 
chestra's part— and not the superficial 
variety that merely recognizes melodies 
—has produced dearer, more logical 
playing, which may not be thorough as 
yet. but which improves notably with 
each concert. The reistraiht with which 
the first and last movements^ were 
played, the sweetness of the second, 
and the comparative freedom of the 
third movements, all characterize this 
attitude. 

"Bird"— Moùem Suite 
If modem music compiles with ex- 
istant utilitarian movements and tries 
to be entirely the tone portrait, then 
Resplghl's orchestral suite 'The Birds" 
is thoroughly , up to date, even though 
its melodic material has been borrow- 
ed from other times and composers. 
As^eiUtle tells, this suite is an oral 
Ui^^l^ of birds; three of ttie 
movements are of the usual standard, 
reminding us of "typical" themes re- 
presentative of the dove, the nightin- 
gales, and the cuckoo, well orchestrated 
of coiurse. and oh the whole very well 
played. It was in the fourth and mosf 
pwgramir.atic of the pictures that the 
orchestra and the music won its laur- 
els. Hei-e, unmistakably, was the 
poultry farm With all its hubub of po- 
tential teblG delicacies, and what is 
more, the bringing to light of another 
and commoner edible, the prescription 
to singers for.sweeter voloeA And the 
talé beliig tbid in music, we all en- 
joyed It hiunenseiy and laughed. 

The concert wound up with Vaughan 
WUUam'a "Fantasia on a Theme by 
Tftllls".'«iiul^^. finale of Bach's Suite 
No. 6, «SSKted by Sir Henry Wood, 
and idayed twice.
